311,400,000. The Central Pacific company ha 
complied strictly with the letter of the law, 
had paid every dollar required under the Thur- 
man and to-day was not a 
dollar arrears to the covernment. 
‘t had besides a sinking fund of its 
own, which it had some $6,000,000, and 
with which it would discharge its <irst mort 
fage bonds, so that that corporation came to 
this congress with clean hands.
